THE DARK HORSE PROBABLE. 


Harrison Is Hard at Work and Keeps His 
Lieutenantsin a Trot. 

Washington, June 6,—(Special.)}—A mem- 
ber of the cabinet said this evening to The 
Constitution correspondent that the presi- 
dent held this view of the situation: 

He thinks that he can be nominated at 
Minneapolis. He is thoroughly convinced 
that Mr. Blaine can’t. He admits that there 
is a chance for a third man. At the same 
time hv is in the fight for a finish. He will 
win or go down fighting. He will not even 
think of withdraw‘ng his name. 

“nis is straight. Mr. Harrison evidently 
thinks that Scnator Sherman may be the 
third person te whom the cabinet officer re- 
ferred in his conversation with The Consti- 
tution correspondent. 

Secretsry Foster last aight visited Senator 
Sherman twice and endeavored to induce 
him to say that he thought that Mr. Har- 
rison ought to be nominated, and to advise 
his friends at Minneapolis to vote for the 
president. 


‘he Old Man Was Shy. 

All that he could get from Mr. Sherman 
was the cold statement that up to the time 
of Blaine’s' resignation he had been cob- 
fident that Mr. Harrison would again get 
the republican nomination, and that he 
hoped such would be the case. This was 
damning with faint praise with a vengeance. 
Today Mr. Foster again talked with Senator 
Sherman, but with no better success. He 
could get no more out of him than he could 
last night.

The Harrison People Are Apprehensive of 
Another Blaine Wave. 


Minneapolis, June 6.—The opening of the 
last field day before the convention finds 
both parties resolute and confident. The ad- 
ministration forces are evidently fearing 
another outburst of Blaine enthusiasm just 
prior to the opening of the convention, as 
it is noticeable that nearly all prominent 
Blaine clubs from the larger cities are de- 
laying their arrival until this evening or 
tomorrow morning. In order to stem this 
current of enthusiasm, the Harrison people 
are this m g publicly announcing that 
the greatest ~@emonstration of the 
convention is to be made. tonight and to- 
morrow, but they add that this should not 
dismay their organization or scatter the 
delegates. To be forewarned is to be fore- 


armed. 
The Alger Feature. 


The positive denial by General Alger of 
the report that he had withdrawn from the 
contest has had a stimulating effect upon 
the Harrison people, as it is generally un- 
derstood that much, if not all, of the Alger 
following will go for Blaine when the 
Michigan candidate is out of the field. 

In reality, there is no change in the 
situation that Alger occupies. He has al- 
ways been understood to be very friendly 
to Blaine, and it has been repeatedly an- 
nounced by his managers that Alger’s 
candidacy must not be considered as an- 
tagonistic to the great Blaine movement. 
Alger has telegraphed the leaders of the 
Michigan delegation, Congressman  Bur- 
rows, Colonel Mutflield and Senator  Stock- 
bridge, that he leaves his interests in the 
ha of his friends, and desires them to 
act, at all times, as the exigencies of the 
is is generally 
understood, and is, in fact, conceded by 
most of the Michigan delegation, to mean 
that if the vote of Michigan is needed to 
nominate Blaine on the first ballot Alger is 
out of the race. Should the convention, 
however, show any inclination to drop both 
contestants and seek a compromise candi- 
date, Genera] Alger is very earnestly and 
emphatically a candidate. 

It Will Be a Straight Fight. 


The prevailing opinion today is that the 
fight will not be one of a “dark horse,” but 
that Blaine and Harrison will be the only 
candidates presented to the convention, and 
the battle will be short and decisive. It is 
expected that the convention’s proceedings 
tomorrow will be very wneventful, so far 
as their political significance is concerned, 
unless there should be a contest over the 
temporary chairmanship, which now ap- 
pears to be barely possible. In the eager- 
ness for a test of the strength, majority 
and minority reports may be made by the 
national committee on recommendation for 
temporary chairman, and, in that event, 
there would be a decisive test of strength 
between the Blaine and Harrison factions.

They Are Trying to Offset the Dogged Per- 
sistency of Harrison.

President Harrison has also 
denied the story, and says it is a falsifica- 
tion pure and simple. 

A report was set afloat here.that The 
New York Tribune had announced the 
withdrawal of Blaine. That also proved to 
be a eanard. Stories were circulated that 
there was a split in the Indiana delegation. 
These also proved false. The delegation is 
solid for Harrison. Clarkson was today 
chosen by the lowa delegation as its mem- 
ber on the national committee, but that 
does not signify that the delegation will vote 
for Blaine. It is for Harrison by a vote of 
four to one.

Harrison Finds Out That He Must Rely Upon 
the Office Holders. 

Minneapolis, June 6.—The members of 
the southern delegations find themselves of 
considerable importance today, and appear 
to appreciate the fact.

He announced that he was for Harrison, 
as against Blaine, and denounced the lat- 
ter on account of his opposition to the force 
bill of 1873. He urged his hearers not to 
be misled by the hurrah for Blaine. Brass 
bands made noise, he said, but they did not 
make votes. An effort was then made to 
have the delegation polled and pledged to 
support Harrison as long Indiana kept him 
in the field. The object was to smoke out 
some members who were said to be weak- 
kneed, and it was accomplished. Two del- 
egates at once objected on the ground that 
it was superfluous, they being all for the 
president.

FIGHTING OVER GONTESTS. 


The Subcommittee Stealing Votes from Har- 
rison for Blaine. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 6.—All day long 
scores and sometimes three scores of eager 
watchers have steadily suregd around room 
122. The contest between Harrison and 
Blaine seems to be growing so close as to 
make it a possibility that on the decisions 
of the committee on contests will rest the 
party nomination. The party ouside the 
room was made up largely, of colored men, 
but occasionally leaders of the two forces 
were on hand to learn and report how the 
fight was going on. The news received 
was far from cheéring to the Harrison men, 
who had been counting om almost solid del- 
egations from the southern states. In 
many instances they were able to hold 
their ground, but the fight Was a losing one 
on the whole, and in Alabama aay were 
especially hit hard, the anti-Mosely fac- 
tion capturing all but ©@.of the contest- 
ed seats. The contests e been unusu- 
ally bitter and numerousfin this conven- 
tion and the committee “pn credentials 
found their task a hard gnd difficult one, 
the speakers being in an’ @xcited and even 
at times discursive mog@, so that se- 
lecting a temporay chai n had to. be 
postponed.

THE NEGROES ARE ON HAND 


In Greater Numbers Than They Have Been 
for Many Years. 

Minneapolis, Minn., June 6.—It has been 
many years since the republican national 
convention contained so many colored 
delegates as will be seated in the conven- 
tion hall tomorrow. A preliminary mass 
meeting of the colored delegates and poli- 
ticians has been held, at which the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the colored delegates to the 
national republican convention, here ssembled, 
especialty demand of the national convention a 
respectful hearing and consideration of the 
matters present and contained in the me- 
morial of the National Civil Rights’ Associa- 
tion, and that the colored delegates stand upon 
such declaration of rights, as the least guaran- 
tee which they can accept at the hands of the 
republican party. 

The memorial will be presented to the 
convention at an early hour by colored dele- 
gates, and it will be espoused by Albion W. 
Tourgee. : 

The meéting, which was started at Chi- 
cago, having for its object the protection 
of the negroes in the south from violence 
and lawlessness and in their right to vote, 
has come ‘in Minneapolis to a point where 
it seems to figure in the fight over the nom- 
ination for president. The movement now 
has the support of John M. Langston, of 
Virginia, while ex-Benators Bruce and 
Lynch, who represented the other wing of 
the negro elements, are opposed.to the 
scheme. 


Langston’s Wild Talk. 

Langston, in an interview on the sub- 
ject today, said that the negroes proposed 
to push the matter. He said: , 

“The feeling of the colored people in one 
word is this: That any needed legisla- 
tion with respect to the protection of white 
and colored voters of the south should be 
secnred threvzh the agency ef the repub- 
Trea par cy of the United Statés. if there 
is no need for legislation, it is the feeling 
of the colored people and their friends that 
the laws heretofore enacted shall be 

enforced. These

Auditor Lynch, of the treasury, said that 
he had not heard of any organized move- 
ment, and announced himself as opposed to 
it. e said that the colored men expected 
of the republican party, and would secure 
it, a recognition of their rights. What they 
wanted and would ask for was that the 
party should put in its platform a plank 
guaranteeing to the colored man the right 
to vote, and to be free from intimidation. 
They wanted a law passed for federal con- 
trol of elections, wherever the right was 
denied them, but he again remarked that he 
would not take part in such a movement 
as the present seemed to be.

The most decisive Blaine victory of the 
day wa a the meeting of the ‘Tennessee 
delegation. Most of the delegates from 
the state of Tennessee were instructed to 
vote for Harrison, and onthe arrival of the 
Harrison leaders from that state a few 
days ago, it was maintained by H. Clay 
Evans and otbers that the vote would be 
22 for Harrison to 1 for Blaine.

These men have been 
clearly and positively identified as repre- 
sentatives of Harrison and Blaine respect- 
ively, and when the result showed that Hill 
was elected by a vote of 13 to 10, no one 
sny longer doubted that Blaine would re- 
Rive a majority of the Tennessee dele- 
gation.

INDIANA FACTIONS FIGHT. 


The Harrison Men Assault the Blaine 
Men. 


Minneapolis, June 6.—The events of the 
day have tended to increase the animosity 
which has been constantly brewing between 
the two leading factions. Heated argu- 
ments between individuals have resulted 
in personal encounters on three or four oc- 
casions during the day, and once or twice 
it seemed as though a small sized riot might 
be precipitated. 

When the Blaine contingent from the 
state of Indiana marched triumphantly 
through the streets, and invaded the ro- 
tunda of the West hotel, a wave of indi 
nation swept over the Harrison pe FA 
which carried away the judgment WF tana 
of their leaders for a brief period, and 
nearly resulted in a disgraceful scene. The

THE DEATH OF BEN HILL. THOMPSON. 


A Noble and Brilliant Young Man Passes 
Over the River. 

Yesterday morning, just as the day was 
breaking, the spirit of Ben Hill Thompson 
took its eternal flight. 

The end came peacefully at half-past 4 
o’clock, and without the least disquietude, 
he entered the repose of death as calmly 


‘as if he was falling into sleep. The be 


ginning of Mr. Thompson’s illness dates 
over eighteen months ago when he was 
first stricken with paralysis, involving the 
right portion of his body. He rallied, how- 
ever, after careful nursing, and was soon 
enabled to regain his feet. But again last 
summer, during the month of August, he 
received another stroke, and it was feared 
for quite awhile that he would not survive 
it. ut again he rallied and was able to 
move about the house and yard, and thus 
be continued to improve steadily until the 
first of January. 

His sufferings, since he became an in- 
valid, have been at times extremely critical, 
but with a patient fortitude, that always 
marked his character, he endured his afflic- 
tion uncomplainingly and died, as he al- 
ways lived, a brave and noble boy. 

Mr. Thompson was a grandson of. the late 
Senator Benjamin H. Hill, and being adopt- 
ed into the family of Mr. and Mrs. Hill at 
an early age, was the object of their tender 
e accompanied the senator to 
Washington city, whenever he repaired to 
congress, and by his ready wit and genial 
manner attracted attention of the legisla- 
tors. Among the number was Senator 
Salisbury, a wealthy bachelor from Dela- 
ware, who proposed to take him into his 
household and to make him his adopted 
s0n. 

Mr. Thompson graduated from. the Boys’ 
High school in 1885 with the first honor, 
and two years later received his diploma 
from the university as one of the leading 
members of the class. He was identified 
while at college with the Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon fraternity, and wag one of the promi- 
nent members of the chapter. After leav- 
ing college, he entered the insurance busi- 
ness, and for his stanch integrity was 
held in high esteem by the leading com- 
panies of the state. 

He was a man of rare endowment and 
of brilliant social qualities, controlled by 
a high moral sentiment and actuated by a 
keen sense of honor. He has many friends 
throughout the state and country who will 
hear with sorrow of his untimely death, 
and who will treasure in their minds the 
recollection of his manly qualities. 

The funeral will occur tomorrow mornin 
at 10 o'clock from St. Philip’s church. o 
which he was a loyal and devoted member.

Three Youthful Scions ofthe South Fam- 
ily Oarriedto Austell for Overturn-

Three of Gip South’s brothers kept him 
company in his cell at the police station 
yesterday.

The little wooden structure was not strong 
enough to withstand the determined on- 
slaught of the Atlanta youths, and they 
soen liberated the numerous boozy and dis- 
me 4 occupants of the little pen. 

With a mighty war-whoop the prisoners 
came forth from the portals, and uttered a 
victorious yell. 

Not content with their victory in over- 
coming the guard and liberating the prison- 
ers, the boys decided on carrying their law- 
lessness still further. All hands turned on 
the little calaboose, and, getting a firm hold, 
they raised it up, and it fell over a tottering 
mass of ruins. The boys mounted the 
ruined pile and made merry indeed, and, 
when they thought their victory was com- 
plete, they marched away. Warrants were 
sworn out for a number of the youths who 
had taken a hand in the destruction of the 
little white calaboose. ese warrants have 
been in the hands of the Atlanta police for

‘A NEW LOT WILL BE PURCHASED. 


| Phere Will Be No Change of Cathe- 


dral—A New Bdificse to Be Erected. 
The Present Church Is Too Small 


There has been a rumor to the effect that 
Bishop Nelson intended to change his ca- 
thedral from St. Luke’s church to fhat of 
St. Philip’s. 

And another to the effect that he intended 
to remove it from Atlanta altogether, and 
to locate it in a different part of the state. 

There is no truth whatever in either ru- 
mor. The fact that the bishop intends to 
make Atlanta the seat of his cathedral is 
settled beyond dispute or controversy. He 
has decided, after traveling through the 
state for the purpose of selecting the most 
desirable location, that Atlanta is by far 
the best place and he has so expressed hini- 
self. repeatedly. 

Bishop Nelson could not be seen yester- 
day, being absent from the city in Mari- 
etta, but several prominent Episcopalians 
were approached in yegard to the pther ru- 
mor, and they gave it as their opinion that 
St. Luke's would continue to be the cathe 
dral. 

The late Bishop Beckwith several years 
ago selected the church as his cathedral, 
and when Bishop Nelson succeeded to the 
office he accepted the cathedral as Bishop 
Beckwith had ordained it.’ If there is any 
movement to make a change and to de- 
cathedralize St. Luke’s, there is at least 
no evidence of the fact, and the Episco- 

lians of the city possess no information 

regard to the subject. 

A movement, however, has been inaugu- 
rated among the members of St. Luke’s for 
the purpose of securing a new lot, and look- 
ing to the erection of a new church edifice. 

he present lot is entirely too small for 
the growing importance of the church and 
its rapidly increasing membership. Be- 
sides, a change is desirable on accotint of 
the noise of the electric cars, as they pass 
by the open windows, distracting the con- 
gregation and interfering with the church 
worship. 

“No lot has been purchased yet,” said 
Mr. Z. D. Harrison yesterday, “though 
several have been inspected and are now 
under consideration. Nothing will be done, 
however, until the bishop cap have a confer- 
ence with Dr. Barrett. it is the wish of 
the congregation to secure a lot at once, 
and to build a new church without delay.”
